United States, Panama 
Will Resume Diplomatic 
Relations; Treaty Issue 


By THEODOR! A. BDIGBR 
PANAMA (AP)—The United 
States and Panama agreed to­ 
day to re-establish diplomatic 
relations "as quickly ss possi­ 
ble" and to open discussions 30 
days after resumption of rela­ 
tions on all issues between the 
two countries. 
The agreement did not specif­ 
ically mention the treaty giving 
the United States control of the 
Panama 
Canal 
Zone, 
which 
Panama wants revised. But its 
language made clear this would 
be among the issues to be dis­ 
cussed. 
Panamanian President Rober­ 
to Chiari's press officer, Fabian 
Velarde, said his government 
would wait awhile, perhaps a 
week, "to let things cool off* 
before resuming relations with 
the United States. 
CALL THIRD PARTY 
He said Panama then would 
ask a third government to ad­ 
vise Washington of the desire 
to restore relations, which Chi­ 


an broke off at the height of 
the crisis list weekend. The in­ 
termediary is expected to be 
Costs Rica, which was named 
to handle Panama's affairs in 
Washington during the break.

ILL PILOT RAMS 
CLASSROOM IN 
SUICIDE FLIGHT 


SHAWNEE, Okla. (AP) — A 
former mental patient ignored 
police rifle fire and the pleas of 
the man who taught him to fly 
and crashed his private plane 
into a classroom building at Ok­ 
lahoma Baptist University Tues­ 
day. 
The pilot, Robert Lawson, 43, 
Inola, Okla., was killed when 
the rented single-engine plane 
ripped a gaping hole in the side 
of Shawnee Hall and burst into 
flames. 
Lawson had warned by radio 
he would crash into the admin­ 
istration building, but since he 
left the campus several years 
ago, administrative offices had 
been moved to Thurmond Hall. 
NO INJURIES 
Officers evacuated Thurmond 
Hall, but scores of students 
were taking final examinations 
in Shawnee Hall. No one else 
was injured. 
Lawson’s son, Mike, 21, is a 
student at the college. His for­ 
mer wife, Vashti, is a junior 
high school teacher here. 
Police 
fired 
high-powered 
rifles at the plane as it winged 
low over the Student Union and 
angled past a flag pole on its 
fatal run. 
An autopsy later 
showed no bullet wounds in Law­ 
son’s body. 
Fred Reese, Shawnee airport 
manager who taught Lawson to 
fly when Lawson was a student 
here 24 years ago. said he tried 
to talk Lawson out of maknig 
his suicide flight. 
"He felt this entire world was 
against him,” Reese said.

Until that moment, Kennedy 
said, the game was in doubt. 
EAST SQUAD WON 
The East squad, led by Cin 
cinnati’s Oscar Robertson and 
Boston’s Sam Jones, went on to 
win 111-107 and register its 
ninth victory in 14 games. 
But the game seemed anti­ 
climactical 
after 
what 
had 
been taking place in a dressing 
room 50 feet from the court. 
Kennedy told newsmen at the 
hastily - called conference just 
out of sight of the fans—and 
just as the game got underway 
—that he had just met with All-

sion plan. 
ACTION PROMISED 
He assured Heinsohn, he said, 
that the plan would be acted (rn 
either Feb. 18-19, at the NBA 
Board of Governors meeting, or 
on May I, when all the club 
owners would be present at the 
league’s annual meeting. 
He said he thought the mat­ 
ter had been taken care of. But 
at 6 p.m.

pics, but a 31-year-old Moscow 
meteor may veto the project. 
Evgeny Grishin, Russia*! two- 
time Olympic champion and 
world record holder at the dis­ 
tance, zipped to an easy victory 
over an international field Tues­ 
day in a pre-Olympic meet. 
U.S. skaters took four of the 
first 12 places but team coach 
Leo Freisinger was disappoint­ 
ed. 
'I expected we would do quite 
lot better,” Freisinger said 
after Bill Disney of Rosemead, 
Calif., finished third, more than 
second behind Grishin’s win­ 
ning time of 41.2 seconds. "The 
boys were losing a lot of strides 
and were fighting the ice all the 
time.” 
HAUGEN RUNNER-UF 
VUly Haugen, 19-year-old Nor­ 
wegian. was runner-up to Grish­ 
in in 42.2 seconds. The Russian 
captured the 500-meter event in 
both the 1956 and I960 Olympics 
and also won the 1,500-meter 
race in 1956. Speed skaters race 
the clock in two-man heats, 
rather than in packs, during 
European and Olympic compe­ 
tition.

ATLANTA (AP) — Former 
Georgia athletic director Wal­ 
lace Butts says he will be guid­ 
ed by his attorneys’ recommen­ 
dation that he accept a $2.6 mil­ 
lion cut in his libel judgment 
against the Saturday Evening 
Post. 
"We have recommended that 
he accept it,” said attorney Wil­ 
liam H. Schroeder Jr. Tuesday 
night, "and we are certain he 
will take our recommendation.” 
"I win be guided by my at­ 
torneys,” Butts said in Athens. 
"I have no further comment to 
make. It is my understanding 
that we have 20 days to make 
the decision.” 
"GROSSLY EXCESSIVE" 
A federal judge ruled Tuesday 
that the award of $3.06 million 
by a jury to Butts wa* grossly 
excessive. However, U. S. Bist. 
Judge Lewis R. Morgan held 
that the magazine libeled Butts 
in charging that he and Coach 
Paul Bryant of Alabama con­ 
spired to fix the 1962 Georgia- 
Alabama football game, won by 
Alabama 35-0. 
The jury gave Butts $3 million 
punitive damages and $60,000 
general damages. He had sued 
for $5 million in each category. 
Morgan, who presided at the 
trial, ruled that Curtis Publish­ 
ing Co., publishers of the Post, 
would get a new trial unless 
Butts filed in writing within 20 
days an agreement to forego 
punitive damages above $400,- 
000. The judge did not alter the 
general damages. 
"RIGGED AND FIXED" 
Winborn B. Cody, chief coun­ 
sel fen* Curtis, said he would ap­ 
peal the ruling even if Butt* 
agrees to the reduced judgment. 
Schroeder and Allen Locker- 
man, another Butts attorney, 
said they felt the decision was 
an affirmation of Butts* vindi­ 
cation of the charges in the Post 
article of March 23. 1993. colled 
The Story of a College Football 
Fix. 
. The article said Butts fed pre­ 
game data on the Georgia foot­ 
ball team to Bryant, that they 
rigged and fixed the game, and 
that both were corrupt 
Meanwhile, the 5th U.S. Cir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals in New 
Orleans has refused to order a 
Birmingham, Ala., federal judge 
to shift the trial of Bryant’s 810 
million libel suit against the 
Post outside Alabama. Bryant 
also sued the Post after the 
article appeared. 
U. S. District Judge H. H. 
Croons set trial for Fab. IO in 
Birmingham, but Curtis asked 
the Appeals Court to order that 
the trial be held outside Ala­ 
bama. The firm contended It 
could not get a fair trial in 
Alabama.

CRITIC TURNS 
THUMBS DOWN 
ON MR. BOONE

NEW YORK (AP) - NBC’s 
a m b i t i o u s "Richard Boone 
Show," with talented perform­ 
ers, experienced directors and 
scripts by sound professionals, 
should be a more interesting an­ 
thology series than it most often 
is. 
All dramatic series have their 
ups and downs. But this one has 
had a disproportionate number 
of downs so far this season. 
Tuesday 
night’s 
program, 
called “The Hooligan,’’ was a 
good illustration. It was adapt­ 
ed—with ill-advised freedom— 
from a Chekhov comedy called 
“The Bear.” The first mistake 
was to move the Russian writ­ 
er’s characters into the old 10- 
gallon, six-shooter, G-dropping 
American wild West.
